Clothing Better Sty led 


At one time sportswear was worn 
only for sports and ou tdoor activ ities. 
Work clothing was serv iceable, du r­ 
able and not v ery attractiv e. Bu t no 
longer. 
Now casu al clothing is worn on 
many occasions. Work clothings is 
better sty led and more colorfu l and 
scarcely different from spoils and 
casu al wear. 
A recent report indicates that the 
ou tpu t o f m ens and boy s’ sports 
shirts more than tnpled between 1946 
and 1959. On the other hand, du ring 
this same period produ ction of work 
shu ts went down more than a fou rth. 
Work pants, sty led more lik e sports 
slack s also became increasingly pop­ 
u lar du ring this period. On the other 
hand, both du ngarees and ov eralls 
hav e been one the decline, ju dging 
from produ ction figu res. 
Casu al and work clothing is seeing 
some fabric changes too. Twills are 
now most common, especially for 
work clothing. Matched sets are re­ 
placing denim ov eralls and cham­ 
bray shirt combinations. 
Cotton is still the most important 
fiber for men’s casu al and work cloth­ 
ing, mainly becau se of the higher cost 
of manmade fibers. Howev er, the u se 
of wash-and-wear fibers for leisu re 
clothing is increasing. 


Tex tile Pro ducts 
Many new tex tile and clothing prod­ 
u cts will come to m ark et in ’62. 
Among them, will be ny lon zippers, 
paper blank ets, drip-dry woolens and 
a new finish to prov ide permanent 
pleating in wool fabrics. 
An innov ation for fu tu re mark ets 
is stretch fabrics for women’s sk irts. 
Stretch wool su its are to be mark et- 
tested in the fall of ’62. 
Prices May Go Up 
Appliance 
prices 
hav e 
declined 
since mid-1951. Bu t the coming y ear 
may bring a halt to this decline, or 
ev en a slight price increase. 
Fiv e large manu factu rers of elec­ 
trical appliances hav e initiated price 
increases — ranging from three to 
fiv e percent — to their distribu tors. 
The manu factu rers say that steadily 
rising costs 
o f m aterial and labor 
mak e the i n c r e a s e s necessary . 
Whether the distribu tor passes this 
increase on 
to the consu mer will 
probably depend in large part on de­ 
mand.

Most Dix onites w’ou ld like to see 
Dix on becom e a larger city . To en­ 
cou rage its growth, the Dix on In­ 
du strial Dev elopment C om m ittee has 
been 
established. 
This 
com m ittee 
has condu cted su rv ey s of em ploy ­ 
m ent possibilities and has bou ght 
land which they hope to lease to 
indu stries. By doing this they are 
encou raging new indu stries to con­ 
sider Dix on as a possible site for 
locating new branches. 
In the relativ ely short tim e this 
program his been in effect, the com ­ 
m ittee has su cceeded in getting one 
indu stry —the Shu rhit m anu factu rers 
—to bu ild a plant near Dix on. Many 
new jobs w ere created for Dix on and 
su rrou nding area residents. This de­ 
v elopm ent serv es not only to encou r­ 
age fu rther research and work by 
the m em bers of the com m ittee, bu t 
also to set an ex am ple for other 


indu stries which are considering lo­ 
cating in Dix on, 


If the su ccess of this program 
continu es, 
the 
people 
will 
notice 
m any changes. 
First, the nu m ber 
of u nemploy ed will drop becau se of 
the increase in the nu m ber of jobs.

The fu tu re dev elopm ent of Dix on 
and its indu stry is especially im- 
port ant to high school stu dents. With­ 
ou t it, there will be nothing to en­ 
cou rage u s to rem ain in Dix on u pon 
gradu ation from high school or to 
retu rn after com pleting ou r college 
edu cation to Dix on to settle down 
with ou r fam ilies and jobs.

Now, let’s ev alu ate ou r assets and 
see what Dix on has lo offer to a 
prospectiv e indu stry . 'Hie city of Dix ­ 
on is eager for new indu stries be­ 
cau se of the nu m ber of people that 
are u nemploy ed. A lready the labor 
problems of new com panies settling 
here wou ld be solv e I. 
Nex t on the I.st is the problem of 
transportation. Dix on is serv ed by the 
Chicago and N orthw estern Railroad 
and the Illinois Central. The latter 
has a freight serv ice into and ou t of 
Dix on. In addition. Dix on is the loca­ 
tion of a Rock Inland T ransfer and 
Storage Term inal and is serv iced by 
nine other comm on m otor freight 
companies, plu s three local carriers.

I say that now is the 
tim e to begin a plan which will bring 
indu stry to Dix on.

It is both fascinating and

ghost towns of the Old West. Their 
nam es are alm ost as nu m erou s as 
the ray s of a W estern su nset: V ir­ 
ginia City , Leadv ille, Cripple Creek 
and m any others. All these towns 
once had fairly large popu lations, 
and w ere bu sy and prosperou s. How­ 
ev er, becau se they failed to look 
ahead, when their one sou rce of 
prosperity , which was u su ally a “ pay 
load” of som e v alu able m etal, be­ 
cam e ex hau sted, these towns went 
from boom to bu st ov ernight. All 
that 
rem ained 
was 
a 
clu ster 
of 
deserted bu ildings. 
C ertainly no one can ev en think 
of the possibility of Dix on’s becom ­ 
ing a ghost town. In m y ex am ple 
I m erely tried to show how a town 
that is not constantly on the look­ 
ou t for new enterprise can literally 
“die lau ghing.” 
We in Dix on are lu ckier than m any

MASSACRE 


The Protestant Reformation was a sodden 
event Although certain church abuses had long 
been the subject of criticism by many writers, 
the object was not revolt but reform. An out­ 
standing examp le is the Dutch humanist Eras­ 
mus, who ridiculed the clergy but remained 
loval to the church. 
There had been heretical movements, such 
as the Hussites, but most had been sup p ressed, 
sometimes bloodily. The German monk Martin 
lath er had no shattering of the church in mind 
in 1517 when he nailed 95 angry attacks on 
the system of indulgences to the church door in 
Wittenberg. But the time was rip e, and he be­ 
came the center of a religious storm that in 
a few years divided all Europ e between 
Catholics and "p rotestants.** 


AU classes had g riev ances ag ainst the church. 
The peasants, because of its alliance with the 
ruling nobility ; the rulers, because of its ex ­ 
tensiv e landholding s and the flow of wealth 
to Rome. 
The ideals of Ore Reformation-—and the 
Ideals which opposed it—inev itably became 
entang led in politics. The result was suffering 
for The people. Luther, because he needed the 
support and protection of the German princes, 
abetted them in putting down the Peasants’ War 
in the 1520s which he had helped bring about. 
On the other side, the massacre of ov er 25,000 
Hug uenots in France in 157 2 was as much a 
political as a relig ious crime. 
In Genev a, Calv in came to rule a theocracy 
that pried into the most intimate aspects of 


people’* liv es. There the Spanish phy sician 
Serv etus was burned at the stake for say ing 
there was only a God, not a Trinity . 
Humanists called a plag ue on both houses. 
In Eng land, Sir Thomas More wrote the first 
important book on the ideal state since Plato. 
His Uto p ia passed into the lang uag e to mean- 
a place of perfect happiness. This g entle 
Catholic was ex ecuted by King Henry Vin, who 
ran his own "reformation” and seized the 
church’s tempting property . 
In France, the essay ist Montaig ne wrote on 
toleration. To him, no human belief was sure 
enoug h to warrant inflicting it on others. But 
he was far ahead of most men and contrary 
to the spirit of the times.

Q—Just what is meant by “Charley 
Horse”? Is it the same as bursitis? 
What can be done to relieve these 
conditions? 
A—If you feel your calf muscle, 
for examp le, you’ll note that it has 
a soft bulge until it gets down to the 
back of the heel and there it narrows 
down to a tough thong—the Achilles 
tendon. If you were to look at the 
bulging p ortion, you’d see that it has 
all the characteristics of raw meat. 
It s red and comp osed of countless 
bands of muscle fibers. If you looked 
at the Achilles tendon, you’d see that 
it is glossy and comp osed of tough 
fibers that resemble violin strings. 
Now in all liklihood, abuse or 
misuse of a long muscle with a 
tendonous insertion may result in 
fraying or even tearing of a few 
constituent fibers. The bulk of the 
fibers remain intact, but these few 
fibers break and their torn ends roll 
up to make tiny lump s. Tills is the 
p robable mechanism of an acute 
“Charley horse” and of the p ersist­ 
ent soreness and p ain that remain 
for some time after the original ep i­ 
sode. Relief is gotten when the sore 
area is injected with a local an­ 
esthetic. 
Bursitis is quite another matter, 
although it, too, may be relieved 
by injection of anesthetic. The bursa 
is actually an oil sac that’s p laced 
wherever a muscle or a tendon is 
exp osed to p ressure or friction. Like 
the oil cup on the chassis of an auto­ 
mobile, 
it may dry out or get 
jammed. W'hen it does, it can hurt 
like 40 devils. However, more often 
than not. the p ain can be relieved 
by injections of local anesthetic or 
a solution or susp ension of ACTH 
or a combination of the two. But the 
relief is only temp orary and, unless 
something is done to correct the 
basic cause, the inflammation may 
return. 
Q—Some time ago you wrote of 
a diet that seemed to help certain
